Out of Pennsylvania rolled in tru d e s 
and cars—loaded to capacity with tele­ 
phone equipment — ready for instant 
action on arrival. “Get there as soon as 
you can —with safety,” was the order. 
“Okay,” said the men, “we’ll keep 
roll m’.” 
Anti they d id keep rolling. One fleet 
of 22 men and ten trucks from Pitts­ 
burgh kept rolling all day Sunday’and 
Sunday night, through heavy fog over 
mountain roads. At 3 a. rn. in Strouds­ 
burg, they took a vote. ‘ Shall we stop 
to sleep ; 
the men were asked. The 
answer was unanimous. “Let’s keep 
rollin’,” they said. 


So they kept on rolling day and night. 
After 41 hours without stopping to sleep 
they reached Basion — the first heavy 
telephone trucks to get there. 


Besides t rucks and tons of equipment, 
Pennsylvania sent almost 400 linemen, 


cable splicers, installers and repairmen. 
Eleven Philadelphia operators took a 
plane to Boston, where switchboards 
were swamped with calls. 
No tim e was lost for we knew how 
badly telephone service was needed in 
the emergency. We knew what a gigantic 
task the New England Bell people faced. 
And we knew—from our own experience 
in the Pennsylvania floods of 1936 — 
what the help of other Bell Companies 
could mean in such a disaster.
